Congregation Are Shocked by 
Action of Militant 
Suffragettes eh 


WOMEN ARE ATTACKED 
BY MOBS ON STREETS 


Alarm Caused by Entry of Young 
Man Into Buckingham 
Palace

LONDON, June 4 Sullragettes, for 
the first time, today invaded Catholic 
churches and created scenes by at- 
tempting to harangue the congrega- 
tions Worship was disturbed in both 
Westminster Cathedral and the Chureh 
of the Oratary, Brompton, 

Mather Bernard Vaughan had just 
taken his ‘place in the pulpit in Weat- 
minster Cathedral during the evening 
service When «a woman rushed up the 
steps into another pulpit and waving 
her arms toward jhe altar shrieked 

In the presence of the Blessed Sac- 
rament J protest against the forcible 
feeding of women 

She was well dressed and apparent- 
ly a Woman of retinement, 


yroner, 


‘ Congregation Shocked, 

The congregation, which Was shock- 
ed by the woman's action, rose from 
their seats, Murmurs of protest at 
the sacrilege ran through the edifice. 
One of the worshippers tried to per- 
suade the suffragetle to descend from 


the pulpit, but, she remained there 
waving her arms and yelling inco 
herently until the vergers forerbiy 


pulled her duwp the steps and led her 
to the doors of the cathedral, Tt 
she was turned over to the police. She 
declined to give her name, 

Interrupt Mid-Day Mass 

A band of militant suffragettes in 
terrupted tne mid-day mass in the 
Church. of the Oratory by chanting 
“God save Krmmeline Pankhurst and 
all our noble prisoners: Open the eye 
of this church and of the priests to 
put an end to the torture; In the name 
of the blessed Joan of Arc, hear them 
in their hour of need, A scene of 
wreat disorder ensued A. sulfragette 
arose and started a prayer, but she 
had seareely uttered a word When « 
woman worshipper clapped her hands 
over the mouth of the suffragetts 
Struggling fiercely and shouting loud- 
ly the suffragettes were forved by) 
ushers and male parishioners down 
the atele to the doors and then into 
the street 

Militant Is Struck, 

Many of the members of the con- 
gregation followed the evicted suffrag- 
ettes to the sidewalk where a wel 
dressed woman hit a militant sister in 
the face, which bled profusely The 
crowd cheered the woman who struck 
the blow. Only two of the suffragettes 
who caused the disorders were ar- 
rested, They also refused to give their 
names, 

The growing hostility on the part 
of the public toward the iiiitant suf 
fragettes was shown today by assaults 
on several open-air meetings Speak- 
ers ‘were mobbed, stands were torn 
down and the women were saved by 
the police from duckings or beatings 
A crowd at Hampstead Heath knocked 
over the platform from which a party 
of militants were to speak and scat 
tered the suffragettestin all directions 

. Wor Are Mo®bed, 

They tried to drag two of the women 
to a pond for a ducking, but the police 
rescued them 

A similar scene occurred on Clap- 
ham Common When » militant suf- 
fragette advocated the use of bombs, 
the speaker and those on the stand 
with “verfwere peltetl with mud The 
police helped the women to escape on 
a motor bu A meeting in dlyde Park 
ended in the same manner, 

Sylvia Pankhurst, in a speech dea- 
livered at a meeting in the eust end of 
London, tonght, declared that when 
she went to see Premier Asquith, nex 
Wednesday, she would ask for « depu- 
tation to aceeompany her, not only to 
plead with the Premier bul to threaten

President Huerta, according to the 
story, appreciating the grim humor 
of the situation, gave orders that any 
similar messages ‘should not be with- 
held, but delivered to tim = immedi- 
ately. Since tihs order was made 
Villa, according to the refugee, has 
not disappointed Huerta one day 
Though the wording of his messages 
are always, in each message, said to 
be more vituperous than the other. 
The daily recelpt of these messages is 
said to have become something of a 
paluce joke,
